This offles is o new one, created undor the
provisions of tho amended chartor, It does
awiny with the ofice of clty physician nnd
creates tho ofMee of commissioner of hoalth
In s stend,

Mr. Specht moved Yhat the appolntment
lay over until next Tucsday nlght In order
o obtain the opinion of the city attorney
upon the question of salury, Tho motion
varried,

The mavor vatoed the rosalution, recently
passed, praviding that the appralsora’s foes
shall be paid out of the geneesl fund, The
VOLo messago sots forth the fact that the ap-
prafsement fee is o portion of the sxpense of
eradive aud should bo  vald by the petition-
ers. The voto was sustained by o vote of 7
to W,

Tho resolution providing that cight hours
shall constitute a day's labor in the streot
commissioner's department was votoed, The
mayor regarded such nresolution us heing
against public polley, 65 o state law will go
Into effect about July 1.
